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What Is a Reactionary? 

The well-known senator from Idaho, Mr. 
Borah, doubtless able, but better known for his 
pet paradoxes than his consistencies, now be- 
comes a prophet. He predicts the people of 
the United States will not accept a “reaction- 
ary’ candidate for the presidency in 1940. But 
the gentleman from Idaho, like many other 
progressives of the day; is inclined to use the 
term, reactionary, rather loosely. 

A reactionary, in the political sense, accord- 
ing to the best authorities, is “one who seeks 
to undo political progress.” If this correctly 
defines that well-known culprit so glibly con- 
demned of late, it must then be assumed that 
progress, in a political sense, has been 
echieved. But if the dictionary is again con- 
sulted it will be found that the term, progress, 
like reactionary, may be used as a convenient 
term to express a point of view or an opinion. 
Facts and opinions, however, as Lawyer Borah 
above all others should know, are not the same 
thing. 

Examinéd in the light of today’s advanced 
opinion, Mr. Borah, himself, is a reactionary. 
He opposed many New Deal measures, particu- 
larly modernizing the supreme court of the 
United States. And that famous document 
called the “platform of 1932,” referred to at 
the time by Democratic campaigners as the 
most forward-looking political program ever 
devised by man—and perhaps it was—is now 
outmoded. 

Pregnant with such phrases as balance the 
budget, cut down government expenses 25 per 
cent, get out of the red, reduce taxes, elimi- 
nate unemployment permanently, solve the ag- 
ricultural problem, revive industry, give the 
country sound money, follow the Constitution, 
take the government out of business, decen- 
tralize political power and get rid of the bu- 
reaucrats, it now reads, in comparison with 
some of today’s ideas of progress, like some- 
thing from Warsren G. Harding or William Mc- 
‘Kinley. And these gentlemen, definitely, are 
not referred to these days as progressives, par- 
ticularly by Mr. Borah. 

Yet millions of Americans, Democrats and 
Republicans alike, from one end of the land 
to the other, believe implicitly in the platform 
of 1932. Not only believe in it, but are ready 
to support it. Are they to be classed as re- 
actionaries? Are men like Walter George, Alf 
Landon, John N. Garner and Arthur Vanden- 
burg, to name a few impartially;to be con- 
demned as reactionaries, simply because they 
want to make the practical side of the New 
Deal work, because they are not in favor of 
treating the failures as a crisis to justify more 
“progress”? 

Perhaps Mr. Borah, as well as some others 
high in the political councils of the nation, 
could be more specific. The theory of relativ- 
ity is applicable to politics as well as to space. 
It should be remembered that President Roose- 
velt, himself, is regarded as a reactionary in 
Moscow. 


Those Responsible 

Interesting views on parental obligations 
and the serious modern problem of the broken 
home as a major contributing factor in ju- 
venile crime are expressed by the Rev. Father 
E. J. Flanagan, famed as the founder and 
guiding genius.of Boys Town, Neb., an estab- 
lishment where hundreds of boys have been 
reclaimed to useful places in the world. Father 
Flanagan maintains that too many American 
parents shirk ‘their responsibilities. | 

Writing in an editorial in the Boys Town 
Times, publication of his institution, the much- 
loved priest says: 

“There is a custom current among the Chi- 
nese which I would commend to the earnest 
consideration of the American people. When a 
Chinese minor, even in this country, is brought 
to book for an offense against the law, it is 
the father of the boy who appears in court. He 
accepts full responsibility for his son’s action 
and is the guarantor of the youngster’s future 
conduct. Parental responsibility is not a mean- 
ingless phrase to the Chinese. I wish that not 
only American fathers, but mothers as well, 
felt the same way about their children as do 
parents of the oriental race.” 

From his many years’ experience With way- 
ward and delinquent youth, Father Flanagan 
has learned much about the vital problem of 
juveni'? delinquency. Social workers, juvenile 
court judges and probation officials are also

adrift or robs them of proper home environ- 
ment. 


Beyond Possibility 

E. B. Weatherly, prominent Georgia live- 
stock préducer, of Cochran, spoke forcefully 
and, in the main, logically when he discussed 
state taxation before a Farmers’ Rally at Logan- 
ville on the Fourth of July. 

Colonel Weatherly pointed out, as have thou- 
sands of students of taxation before him, that 
the Georgia system of ad valorem taxation on 
real property is outmoded and unjust. In fact, 


it was because of the general recognition of 


this injustice that the legislature passed the 
Rivers-sponsored bills to exempt homesteads 
and household property from a portion of this 
tax. Much of the state’s present tax problem 
is attributable to the fact no tax system was 
enacted to réplace this lost revenue. 

It is true intangible property in Georgia 
pays at a lower tax rate than tangible property. 
A higher rate for intangibles, however, would 
be unjust and confiscatory. It would, likewise, 
prove costly to the state, both as to taxable 
assets and from a general economic cause, by 
driving the bulk of intangibles out of Georgia. 

Admittedly, the ad valorem tax is itself un- 
just and, in many cases, works a real hardship. 
But the way to rectify an injustice is never by 
perpetrating another injustice. That merely 
makes the condition worse. 

Colonel Weatherly is indulging in dreams 
when he imagines that a Georgia legislature. 
will follow the advice of any non-partisan 
group, lawyers or others, which draws up and 
presents a tax reform plan. Too many such 
commissions have been created in the past, 
have spent months in study and analysis, have 
painstakingly produced their reports and rec- 
ommendations, only to see their labor go to 
waste as said reports accumulate the dust of 
years upon some forgotten shelf of the archives. 

And, when the suggestion is made that ways 
can be devised to exact business or corporation 
taxes, that can not be passed on to the con- 
sumer, it is evident an attempt is being made 
to accomplish the impossible. There is no tax, 
direct or indirect, which is not eventually paid 
by the consumer, Either in the price he pays 
for the product he desires, or in the quality 
of the goods he purchases. That is inevitable, 
so long as business must show profit to continue 
to exist and so long as a free country looks, 
with proper disgust, upon totalitarian regimen- 
tations in the form of government price-fixing, 
etc. 

Colonel Weatherly is a sincere and devoted 
student of his state and its problems. Georgia 
would be, today, a better governed state if more 
of her citizens were as interested in her affairs 
as is the Cochran leader. 

But when anyone sees salvation in special 
tax reform commissions or dreams of enacting 
a tax not ultimately paid by the consumer, he 
is indulging in vain hopes and is voicing as- 
pirations impossible of fulfilment. 


Gas and Nematodes 

While the world shivers in prospect cf. a 
general war in which poison gas is certain to 
be a leading factor, the world of science applies 
gas to warfare of a different kind. It is con- 
structive warfare, this conflict being waged on 
a microscopic foe of agriculture. The battle is 
in progress at Experiment, Ga., and the enemies 
are the nematodes, tiny worms, visible under 
microscopes, which attack the roots of certain 
plants, such as okra, beans, carrots, squash, 
turnips, numerous other garden crops and to- 
bacco. 

Dr. H. P. Stuckey and his research assistants, 
veritable G-men of the farm front, have 
adapted the tear gas approach in their hunt 
for a means of controlling the nematodes, the 
tiny organisms which can destroy the work of 
a full season, wilting down a field of tobacco 
as though the land were seared by flames. Dr. 
Stuckey and his assistants use a slightly less 
volatile form of gas than that used by police 
and G-men in tear-gas bombs and guns. 
Charges of the gas are plugged into the soil in 
metal tubes, or containers, with an opening for 
escape of the gas. The tubes or containers are 
buried eight or ten inches. The gas escapes 
and permeates the soil. The nematodes ap- 
parently perish. So far, at any rate, that has 
been the result of the experiments. 

The discovery of Dr. Stuckey and his aides 
may, in years to come, prove as great a boon to 
the tobacco industry as would discovery of 
some sure method of eradicating the boll weevli 
prove to cotton.

_MAN WITH CONVICTION a YORK, July 4.—The most 


resti thing in New York 
just now is not the World’s Fair, but a short, stocky, vastly ener- 
getic young man with crisp black hair, large, slightly popped brown 
eyes, and an intense conviction that he will be the next president 
of the United States. The-.name, of course, is Thomas E. Dewey, 
and although he is sometimes irreverently. described as “the man 
nobody knows,” his conviction is shared by a surprising number of 
other people. : | : 

Dewey. is a very serious contender for the Republican nomina- 
tidn, yet has hardly shown himself except in his favorite role of 
gang-buster extraordinary. So the first question to be answered is 
the one most commonly asked about him—‘‘What kind of a guy is 
this Dewey, anyway?” 

The first impression you get in New York is that Dewey is dis- 
liked among the city’s big business men, which should be in his 
favor since their essential objection to him is that he probably can- 
not controlled. The second impression is less favorable, for 
Dewey is disliked not only by the business men, he is personally. 
detested by a very large majority of the politicians. Mayor Fiorello 
H. LaGuardia, the great New York park commissioner, Robert 
Moses, and the New York county leader who originally made Dewey, 
Kenneth Simpson, are all known to be among those who would be 
pleased to see the dashing young district attorney under the politi- 
cal sod. Of all the New York Republican leaders, only his very 
special allies, like Russell Sprague, of Nassau, and Ed Jaeckle, of 
Buffalo, have a good word for Dewey. 

One shrewd, case-hardened Republican told your correspondent, 
“All right, the party puts Dewey in the White House, and what have 
we got? One more —— quarterback, that’s what.” Another 
quoted Dewey as having said, “I hope the Democrats nominate Jack 
Garner. He’s so conservative, I can easily out-promise him.” And 
still another told how Dewey called on a Republican elder states- 
man during the gubernatorial campaign, talked most of the time, 
and closed the interview by remarking, “Well, I’ve got to go now. 
Here’s my telephone number. Of course, I’ll be too busy to get in 
touch with you again, but if you do have any ideas I wish you'd 
pass them on to my secretary.” In fact, the politicians picture 
Dewey as a man who doesn’t play the game according to the rules, 
and is for Dewey first, last and always. 


IMPRESSIONS AT FIRST HAND At the same time, this picture 


is not borne out at all by 


Dewey himself. Indeed, he is an extremely personable fellow. His 
manner is quick, precise and authoritative, suggesting great but con- 
trolled vitality and a well-directed intelligence. He is pleasant, but 
without the trying false geniality common among political profes- 
sionals. He talks freely, articulately and to the point. He has a ready 
laugh, although when he intends to be ironical about an enemy he 
has a way of showing his teeth and looking preternaturally solemn 
behind his smile. Actually, he is probably rather humorless, but 
then how can any politician get ahead who has a sense of humor 
about himself? 

His private life is agreeable and civilized. He and his wife, who 
is much liked, have the sort of attractive, unpretentious home that 
any clever young lawyer in New York might achieve. When he has 
time, he still goes much to the theater, attends special lectures on 
econoinics and politics, and otherwise indulges in sensible, if some- 
times rather serious, intellectual pursuits. 

His public life is managed as efficiently as his private. He has 
his big office to run, and, now that he is a presidential candidate, 
he has much else to do as well. He sees six or eight non-New 
Yorkers a day—governors. of other states, editors, political leaders, 
economists and the like. If the New York politicians hate him, it 
must be said that these callers are generally greatly taken by him 
and that the members of his staff are his fervent admirers: — 

Finally, as a candidate, he obviously has the defect of inex- 
perience, but also has great special assets to weigh against it. His 
public presence is excellent. His radio voice is magnificent. And 
his speeches, which he always writes himself, are very good indeed. 
He gives political campaigning a touch of the Gang-Busters’ radio 
hour which makes it much more exciting for all concerned.

Radio Freedom jooxs. as 
though the perfidious press will 
have to take over the fight to es- 
tablish freedom of the radio, which’ 
the President, Mr. Farley and Mr, 
Ickes so often extol as an agency 
of pure expréssion. The radio 
companies live by license from a/[ 
political bureau of the New Deal 
which has the power to harass, 
intimidate and, ultimately, ruin 
them. They are, as a group, a 
dangerous rival of the newspapers, 
which have had to share with 


which once was particularly all 
theirs. The press, therefore, has 
a selfish motive for wishing the 
worst of luck, but, ironically, finds 
itself compelled to assist its com- 
mercial rival in a feeble struggle 
against coercion and censorship 
lest a controlled radio be used. as 
a propaganda arm to destroy the 
freedom of the press. 

Although Mr; Rooevelt has said 
that in some communities untruth 
and exaggerated half-truth may 
be overtaken only by radio and 
Mr, Farley has declared that only 
by air may he present a case to 
the people unedited, radio finds 
itself afraid to urge its own case 
over its own medium. If radio did 
so-it would necessarily attack the 
political agency of the New Deal 
which controls its conduct and is- 
sues the licenses by which it op- 
erates, If it did that it would dis- 
please its political bosses an€ risk 
painful or disastrous reprisals. 
Therefore, radio relies on the 
newspapers to present its case to 
the public, ‘and it has been the 
press which has emphasized the 
hidden significance of the ruling 
of the communications commission 
which requires that international 
broadcasts must promote interna- 
tional good-will, understanding 
and co-operation.

This kind of journalism, while confined to villages, was con- 
sidered amusing and primitive. But when a metropolitan columnist’ 
adopted it, without a single change except the addition of prenatal 
prophecies, he soon became rich and famous and widely imitated. 
Hick stuff had become clever merely by moving to town. 

The other example is less amusing. 

In the days of hand-set type, when any printer with ambition 
and a little credit could start a newspaper, many of them employed

It was great fun. I did it myself when I was 18. We never 
suspected that grown-ups looked upon us with tolerant contempt. 

That kind of journalism has also moved to town. 

One of our national magazines won its first subscribers by means 
of the old book agent flattery: “This is only for the cultured and 
enlightened few.” ; 

Written for the most part by. youngsters fresh out of Harvard, 
it attempted to prove itself superior and flatter its “enlightened” 
readers by mocking and ridiculing everybody else. People in small 
towns are not villagers, but “village bumpkins.” Mr. Brown, of 
Georgia, becomes “illiterate, negro-hating Brown.” A great scien- 
tist is “bulbous, sheep-nosed Dr. Doe.” Nothing sacred to other peo- 
ple is worthy of respect, for any statement without a barb would 
seem “hokum.” 

That kind of kid-journalism, which includes snapping pictures 
of the great in ridiculous postures, doesn’t impress mature people 
now any more than it did in the decorous nineties. People still 
have regard for the fitness of things, and they still feel contempt for 
a Smart Alec.
